People demanding to keep fire engines 
during talks on plans to merge stations 


Residents at a public meeting have 
angrily demanded that two fire engines are 
kept when two Black Country stations are 
merged. 

The event was held as part of the public 
consultation into plans to axe one of the 24- 
hour crews in Halesowen and Cradley 
Heath and create a single base. 

About 25 residents raised their views at 
Reddal Hill Primary School in Cradley 
Heath and called on local MP James 
Morris to get the issue discussed in parlia- 
ment. And they voted unanimously for the 
new station to have two engines, rather 


than one as is planned by fire chiefs. 

People voiced concerns that response 
times would be affected and said they 
would not feel safe knowing that only one 
engine was available in the area. 

Jean Potter, aged 61, of Trinity Street, 
Cradley Heath, said: “We can see the 
station now in Mace Street and we feel 
safe. I would hate to sit there in the 
evening thinking that firefighters would 
have to come from as far away as Brierley 
Hill if our crew were already out some- 
where else.” 
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A medical supplies firm has struck a deal to 
stay in Dudley, safeguarding 150 jobs in the 
area. 

As of July next year, Sunrise Medical Ltd will 
be based in Thorns Road, Brierley Hill, after 
striking a deal allowing it to move on to spare 
land owned by car parts firm Eaton Automotive. 

The company had been seeking a new site 
after bosses were unable to renegotiate a new 
lease with the landowners, Halesowen-based 
developers Revelan Group Ltd. 

It was feared the firm could be forced outside 
the region if a suitable spot was not found by 
October next year, when the lease expires.

Revelan has now submitted plans to raze the 
factory buildings on the site, including the old 
Caparo building, and build 135 new homes. 

Sunrise’s director of UK operations Kevin 
Maclean said the move meant job losses were 
not on the cards. 

“Tt’s all positive — we wanted to stay in the 
local area and we have found somewhere,” he 
said. 

“Eaton Automotive had some spare land and 
we are able to move into it when we leave in 
July. We do not envisage any job losses at all.” 
Plant manager at Eaton Automotive, Carl 
Bowater, confirmed the move was set to take 


place. Dudley Council’s regeneration councillor 
Angus Adams has welcomed the news. “I am 
absolutely delighted that they have managed to 
find somewhere in the borough,” he said. 

“The last thing we want is for companies to 
move out of the area, especially when there are 
so many jobs involved, and any way that can be 
prevented is well worth supporting.” 

Sunrise Medical Ltd manufactures care prod- 
ucts such as wheelchairs and mobility equip- 
ment.

When doctors told retired police sergeant Mike Boswell his 
cancer had spread and he may only have 12 months to live, he 
vowed to do all he could to help others in the same boat. 

Determined not to give up, the 64-year-old from Halesowen has 
begun fundraising for Macmillan Cancer Support — the charity which 
helped him when he was first diagnosed with prostate cancer in 2008.

Acampaign has been restarted to get a Black 
Country rugby hero honoured in his home- 
town.

He said merging the two stations and axing one crew 
would save £1.1million — though the figure was challenged 
by firefighters who revealed more than £800,000 of that 
figure is made up of wages of firemen who will not be made 
redundant. 

“If we're not being made redundant, you aren’t saving 
that money — what you are actually saving is £300,000,” 
said one firefighter addressing the panel. 

Another crew member told the room having just one 
pump would create a “horrible dilemma” for firefighters 
attending a fire, who would be caught between their moral 
duty to rescue anyone trapped and their legal duty not to 
enter the building until back up arrived from further away. 

There were more jeers when project manager Chris 
Martin, who is leading work told the meeting that it was 
likely Halesowen Fire Station would be closed and the area 
served from Cradley Heath Fire Station while a suitable 
location was sought for a new joint station.

The site of the council’s former ICT 
building on Tower Street in Dudley

£399,073. 

Workers were moved out in 2008 
after the building was declared 
unsafe. 

The land now forms part of a 
Dudley College development which is 
being constructed. 

Another big sale by the council has 
seen the site of the former Audnam 
Centre, a day centre for people with 
learning difficulties in Audnam, 
Stourbridge, sold off for £292,500. 

At the moment, it is not known 
what the land will be used for. 

Councillor Tim Wright, said: “We 
have a statutory responsibility to sell 
off council owned land which has 
become surplus to requirements, to 
generate income.”

Wetland

The next stage of a 
£340,000 scheme to restore 
a Midland wetlands is 
under way. 

Work on Wilden Marsh, 
near the River Stour, Kid- 
derminster, aims to repair 
the damage caused to the 
floodplain when weirs were 
removed in the 1970s. 

This caused it to start 
drying out and over the 
years the areas of marsh- 
land habitat have been 
reduced. 

Officials said the water 
levels were already higher 
than before the project 
began early last year. 

Agency technical special- 
ist Brian Smith said: “Mon- 
itoring over the summer has 
shown water levels have 
been retained at a higher 
level than before. 

“The marsh and its plants 
and wildlife will gradually 
recover as the wetland con- 
ditions improve and grazing 
restores a more open grass- 
jJand environment.” 

The next stage of the 
project has seen workers 
excavate around half a mile 
of ditch and install two 
sluices. 

Officials are then able to 
regulate the water level 
upstream using the boards.

More than 3,500 people 
have been helped by the Hale- 
sowen-based Black Country 
Food Bank in the last six 
months. 


The figure is up 45 per cent on 
the same time last year. Bosses 
say they need to acquire another 
5,000 sq ft of warehousing space 
and have launched an appeal. 

Food Bank co-ordinator Wendy 
Fryatt today said: “Over the next six 
to eight months we are going to have 
to find more space. 

“We can’t afford rents but if people 
were willing then we would be able to 
keep empty units secure and would, of 
course, step aside if they had tenants 
wanting to come in.” 

The charity has already expanded 
its operation to provide clothing serv- 
ices and supplying toiletries. 

But Miss Fryatt says the organisa- 
tion is also now trying to provide more 
help and support services to deal with

facing poverty. We are not just a soup 
kitchen, we try to find out what could 
be the underlying problems and we 
want people to come to us and tell us 
how we could help them in any way.”

The Stour in top 10 of 
most improved rivers 


A Midland river that was once noto- 
rious for pollution has been named as 
one of the 10 most improved water- 
ways in Britain. The Stour used to be 
known for the multi-coloured dyes 
that flowed into it from carpet manu- 
facturers. 

Now the river, which runs through 
the Black Country, Worcestershire 
and South Staffordshire, is home to 
salmon and otters, according to the 
Environment Agency which has com- 
piled a list of Britain’s 10 most 
improved rivers. 

The Environment Agency chiefs 
said they wanted to recognise the 
waterways that have shrugged off 
their industrial past to become 
havens for wildlife, walkers and 
anglers once again. 

Other rivers on list include the 
Thames in London, the River Darent 
in Kent and the River Wear in County 
Durham. 

The River Trent in Staffordshire, 
which has recovered from a serious 


pollution incident two years ago, was 
not included on the agency list. 

In 2009 cyanide and ammonia from 
partially-treated sewage found its 
way into the Trent, killing thousands 
of fish. 

But Ian Barker, head of land and 
water at the agency, said: “Work that 
we have done with farmers, busi- 
nesses and water companies to reduce 
the amount of water taken from 
rivers, minimise pollution and 
improve water quality is really paying 
off. 

“Britain’s rivers are the healthiest 
for over 20 years and otters, salmon 
and other wildlife are returning for 
the first time since the industrial rev- 
olution.” 

By 2015 the UK must meet tough 
new European Union targets on the 
water quality of its rivers and lakes. 

The agency is targeting £18 million 
of Government funding to help more 
rivers meet the new EU targets.

Seven existing shops, three of which are empty, 
will be torn down as part of the development near the junc- 
tion with Colley Lane and the A458 Stourbridge to Hale- 
sowen road. The empty shops have been left to deteriorate, 
with many of the rear garages left to become overgrown 
and derelict. 

Applicant Ian Newton submitted plans to transform the 
area creating seven new shops and 14 two-bedroom flats. 

Five of the shops would be set aside for retail use and two 
would be takeaways, according to statements presented to 
Dudley Council’s planning department.

The authority’s development control committee unani- 
mously agreed to follow planning officers’ reeommenda- 
tions and approve the plan. 

Committee member, Councillor Margaret Wilson, said 
the scheme would “enhance” the area. “This is a long time 
coming as this is a delightful little area and what they have 
done will really enhance it,” she said. 

“Anything has got to be better than what is there at the 
moment.” 

Committee chairman, Councillor Colin Wilson, added: 
“Tt desperately needs regeneration. It is almost an embar- 
rassment looking at it when I drive through the area.” 

Acouncil car park will go as part of the plan. The plan 
was for outline permission for the works to start with a 
more detailed application to be submitted at a later date. 

Cars will be able to access the properties from Maple 
Tree Lane and Colley Lane. 

A multi-million regeneration scheme for the Colley Gate 
and Windmill Hill area is in the planning stage by Dudley 
Council. 

This includes improvements to the main A458 to reduce 
congestion. 


Residents win fight 
on garden building

Speaking at the recent development control meeting, 
Dudley Council officer Sarah Willetts, of the directorate of 
urban environment, said the building had been used as a 
bar. 

Committee member, Councillor Margaret Wilson, said 
she did not approve of the retrospective application, 
adding: “If you get this amount of objections coming 
through then we really should have a look into it.” 

Applicant Mrs Tracey Sankey said the building and 
nearby hot-tub had been built on land where a garage orig- 
inally stood.

“Residents have expressed their concern 
that many drivers are continuing to ignore the 
no-right turn that has come into force since the 
redesign of the junction —it was a nightmare for 
drivers and an accident waiting to happen,” he 
said. 

“They have been working with us as their 
ward councillors to look at sensible solutions to 
reduce this risk.

pole theft 
epidemic 


Thousands of pounds of scaffolding 
has been stolen by thieves who have 
struck at building sites in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire more than 
80 times during the past two years. 

Figures show reported thefts have 
risen in some areas as the price of 
scrap metal soars. The problem is 
“plaguing” the industry, according to 
the National Access & Scaffolding 
Confederation (NASC). 

Dennis Anderson, managing direc- 
tor of AMS Scaffolding in Cradley, 
said his firm had spent £10,000 in two 
years on security measures. 

“These thieves — these magpies — 
just take hold of anything they can get 
their hands on. 

“We have spent a fair whack getting 
metal stamps to stamp in the 
company name and address and paint 
the tubes with special paint to iden- 
tify our equipment.” 

In Staffordshire the amount of scaf- 
folding raids logged with police was 
up by more than a third in 2010/11 
with 35 thefts, compared with 21 in 
the previous 12 months. 

Meanwhile in the Black Country 
the number of thefts in 2010/11 was 
17 up from 16 in the previous 12 
months, costing the industry £61,111 
over the two-year span. 

Around two thirds of the raids were 
carried out in Walsall and Sandwell, 
including £3,500 of scaffolding taken 
from a maintenance yard in Bescot 
Road under Junction 9 of the M6, 
Walsall.

Funny old game as 


cars are stripped to 
the bare essentials 


A metal processing firm in 
the Black Country has become 
an internet sensation thanks 
to a popular TV show. 

More than half a million people 
have taken part in a quiz on the 
BBC's Top Gear website featuring 
Surface Processing Ltd in Dudley. 

The company, which strips the 
shells of old cars to remove rust and 
old paint, attracted the attention of 
the show’s producers who were 
looking for a new game for the site. 

Players must guess the make and 
model of the car correctly from looking 
at a picture of a stripped-down body 
shell without any paintwork. At one 
point it was the most-read page on the 
site, even attracting more hits than a 
video of The Stig meeting Formula 
One star Sebastian Vettel. 

And the business, which works on 
an average of 350 cars a year, has seen 


The shell after it has been stripped and cleaned 


a surge in trade since the quiz went 
live. Bosses are now taking on two new 
workers, to add to the 21 existing staff, 
to deal with the increase in orders. 

Managing director Adrian McMur- 
ray said the television show's produc- 
ers heard about the company through 
a mutual acquaintance. 


Amazing 


“Who would have thought we were 
going to get half a million people 
looking at the state of our cars? 

“It’s amazing and I’m so pleased we 
were asked to take part,” he said. 

Cars are lowered into a series of 
huge vats of stripping fluid, removing 
rust and decay and leaving the bare 
bodywork. 

The vehicle then goes through a 19- 
stage painting process to put on a pro- 
tective coat, which sees it dipped in 
various materials, before being 
“baked” in an oven at 185F. 


Another layer can be added during 
the painting process to prevent it 
rusting again. 

The average cost is about £1,500 per 
car and the majority of the firm’s cus- 
tomers are classic car collectors who 
want to restore their buy to its former 
glory. 

Recent projects have included a 
Ford Consul Capri, a Ford Escort 
Mark One and a Volkswagen Golf 
Mark One, while classic Mini Coopers 
also regularly pass through the 
company’s base in Deepdale Lane. 

Mr McMurray, who set up the firm 
in 1994, said: “With this process we 
clear out all the muck and rubbish, 
clear out the good majority of all the 
rust and you are left with a nice clear 
blank page on which to start the 
restoration.” 

Along with cars, the firm also 
restores aerospace, construction and 
agricultural equipment.

Pay freeze for trust 
bosses is extended

A pay freeze for senior managers at 
Dudley’s hospital trust has been 
extended for another 12 months to 
help make savings. 

It will be the third year in a row that 
the 12 directors, including chief execu- 
tive Paula lark, have not had a rise. 

The Dudley Group of Hospitals NHS Foun- 
dation Trust, which runs Russells Hall and 
the Guest hospitals in Dudley and the Corbett 
in Stourbridge needs to save £12million this 
financial year. The pay freeze was first intro- 
duced for 2009/10 and extended in 2010/11. 

It means Ms Clark’s salary will remain at 
between £180,000 and £185,000 while finance 
director Paul Assinder will stay on between 
£140,000 and £145,000. 

Medical director Paul Harrison will pick up 
between £60,000 and £65,000, operations 
director Paul Brennan will receive between 
£135,000 and £140,000 and nursing director 
Denise McMahon will be paid between 
£115,000 and £120,000. 


Financial 

Salaries for the non-executive directors will 
range between £10,000 and £15,000 to 
between £15,000 and £20,000. 

Ms Clark said: “The Board of Directors at 
The Dudley Group of Hospitals NHS Founda- 
tion Trust had a pay freeze in 2010/11 and this 
has continued in the 2011/12 year.” 

The hospital trust will also need to save 
£12million during the next two financial 
years. 

Cutbacks already made include slashing 
opening hours for the canteen at Russells Hall 
Hospital and reducing the amount of time 
patients spend in hospital when they have an 
operation so they are admitted on the day of 
the surgery rather than the day before. 

A handful of redundancies have been made 
in back office departments and bosses are con- 
tinuing to review vacancies as they arise. 

The hospital is also reviewing contracts for 
medical and stationery equipment and clini- 
cal supplies to make savings. 

The hospital trust has recruited an advisor 
to help reduce the time patients spend on 
wards at Dudley’s three hospitals. 

The role was created as part of the Transfor- 
mation project aimed at saving and reducing 
waste.

A plastic and cardboard recy- 
cling trial could be rolled out to 
the whole of the Dudley borough 
in a move that would save the 
council £500,000-plus a year. 

Environment bosses say increas- 
ing the amount of recycling carried 
out would drive down incineration 
costs. A trial has been operating at 
around 11,000 homes in the borough 
for the last six months. 

The council says there has been a posi- 
tive response from residents. 

The authority says it would need to 
invest in new refuse lorries as well as 
recycling bags and boxes for homes, but 
the spending would be covered in the 
increase in revenue from the recyclable 
materials collected, estimated to be 
around £500,000. 

The reduction in incineration costs 
would save around £530,000 a year. 

Areport has been drawn up and a deci- 
sion on whether to extend the trial will be 
made later this year. 


Benefit 


Director of the urban environment 
John Millar says in the report: “The 
benefit of rolling out this service would be 
an increased recycling rate. 

“This in turn will see an increase in the 
amount of recycling income received and 
also a decrease in the amount of waste 
sent for disposal.” 

Environment chief, Councillor David 
Stanley, said: “The trial has proven a 
great success and there are many advan- 
tages of extending it to the whole 
borough. We will now be analysing the 
data collected during the trial before 
making a decision.” 

The report will go before the environ- 
ment scrutiny committee on September 
7. The council already collects glass, cans 
and papers. 

The trial began in October and was 
carried out in different parts of the 
borough including Brierley Hill, Pen- 
snett, and Kingswinford. The overall 
average participation rate was 86.9 per 
cent across the borough.

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Titanic decision on anchor site 


A replica of the Titanic anchor, 
forged in the Black Country almost a 
century ago, will take pride of place in 
its home town of Netherton after 
councillors agreed to create a perma- 
nent monument to recognise the con- 
nection. 

Campaigners had fought to ensure 
that the 16-ton anchor would return 
from its temporary base at the Black 
Country Living Museum to Nether- 
ton. 


And members of Dudley Council’s 


development control committee voted 
to approve the plans for its return. 
The 18ft-long anchor will be taken 
back to be positioned in the old 
market place near Netherton Arts 
Centre. 

The anchor was built as part of a 
Channel 4 programme delving into 
the history of the construction of the 
famous passenger ship. 

It had been originally positioned in 
the market place, now a garden, ona 
temporary plinth at the end of filming 


for the show. But the anchor was 
moved to the Black Country Living 
Museum while discussions were held 
about its permanent location. 

Committee member Councillor 
Geoffrey Southall said there was a 
case to delay the moving of the anchor 
to explore the costs involved with dis- 
playing it in an upright position. 

But committee members decided to 
instead stick with the original plans — 
which will see it laid flat — and gave 
the scheme the go-ahead.

KILLING BONO (PG) 


Based on Neil McCormick’s 
autobiography this tale of fate, 
sex, drugs, rock ’n’ roll and being 
the worst decision maker in the 
world is too bizarre not to be true. 

This is the story of two Irish brothers 
Neil and Ivan McCormick, played by 
Ben Barnes and Robert Sheehan 
respectively, who miss the chance to be 
part of the world’s biggest band. 

Neil makes a decision for Ivan, unbe- 
known to his brother, when Bono offers 
to make him part of the burgeoning 
rock group that eventually goes on to 
be U2. 

After making this cataclysmically 
stupid decision Neil, with Ivan in tow, 
sets out to make it in the fickle world of 
the music industry determined for his 
own part to be a success and to cover 
his own tracks so his brother never 
finds out how he determined his fate. 

Nemisis 

The brothers and their band strug- 
gle while all the time Neil is reminded 
of his nemesis, Bono et al, growing to 
be a global phenomenon playing stadi- 
ums all over the world, while they 
struggle to fill local community halls. 

As they move to London and become 
more and more enmeshed in the seedy 
world of the industry, their journey is 
further complicated by being 
bankrolled by a local Dublin murderer, 
played by Bill Bailey lookalike Ralph 
Brown, who is keen to see a return on 
his investment. 

Throw into the pot a predatory, 
homosexual landlord, camped up won- 
derfully by an obviously ailing Pete 
Postlethwaite; a music promoter who 
is here today and gone tomorrow and 
doesn’t even like rock music, and a psy- 
chotic henchman who, although not 
too bright, has a penchant for using 
guns and you have a surreal journey 
that exposes the vagaries of life, the 
bizarre and rollercoaster world of rock 
’n’ roll and how sometimes fates deals 
a hand that slaps you right in the face. 

Neil McCormick is really a small fish

Kitty Winn and Al Pacino star in

This little known early outing 
for Al Pacino is a gritty, reality- 
style film which shows the seedy 
sub-culture of drugs, prostitution 
and crime. 

The Panic was banned in the UK 
until recently for its graphic portrayal 
of drug use some of which, even 40 
years on, is still uncomfortable to 
watch. 

Pacino is Bobby a drug user, dealer 
and hustler who hooks up with Helen 
played by Kitty Winn. She is drawn 
into the world of Pacino’s charismatic 
character being introduced to pimps, 
prostitutes, addicts, pushers and crim- 
inals like some bizarre networking 
exercise. 

The Panic is filmed without a music 
soundtrack in a Ken Loach-style 
realism and is as seedy and uncompro- 
mising as contemporaries such as Mid- 
night Cowboy or Serpico. 

Throughout the film Pacino shows 
the brooding style and acting talent 
which went on to earn him the part in 
The Godfather. 

This is not your usual Hollywood 
fare — there are no heroes or villains 
and no happy endings. 


Surviving 


This stripped-back look at how this 
subculture goes about surviving day to 
day, living hand to mouth and for the 
next fix, hustling anyone and everyone 
is just presented as a way of life. 

As Helen is exposed to the darker 
side of Bobby’s life which is constantly 
overshadowed by the local police deter- 
mined to bust the drugs rings, she is 
dragged down into her own addiction 
and prostitution eventually selling out 
everything she values, even Bobby. 

Be warned this is not a feel-good film 
but it is a stark warning of a whole 
strata of society which exists but most 
people choose to ignore until it spills 
over into their comfort zone.

Redundancy pay set to be cut 


Workers at Dudley Council leaving 
through redundancy could see their 
severance payout cut. Employees 
have the right to a payment if they 
are made redundant and have two 
years continuous employment with 
the council. 

The amount of the redundancy 
payment is calculated using a statu- 
tory formula, which is based on age, 
length of service and salary which is 
multiplied to calculate the final 
payout. That is now set to be changed 
which will lead to lower payments for 


those leaving the authority. Bosses at 
the cas rapped authority want to 
get rid of 427 posts by next April and 
around 350 have already left the 
council through voluntary redun- 
dancy. Around 25 have also gone 
through compulsory redundancy. 
Councillor Tim Wright, cabinet 
member for human resources, law 
and governance at Dudley Council, 
s “Local authorities have the dis- 
cretion to have an enhanced sever- 
ance scheme and Dudley uses a 
multiplier to calculate severance pay- 


ments. This has been reviewed in 
light of the current economic climate 
and the proposal is to reduce it from 
2.2 to 1.5. The reduction will lead toa 
saving, in terms of the cost: associ- 
ated with future redundar 

He added: “This proposal is that 
this will come into effect for all staff, 
including teachers. The same multi- 
plier is used for both compulsory and 
voluntary redundancies.” 

Bosses say the cannot yet calculate 
how much money the changes will 
save the local authority.

The boss of Dudley’s Russells Hall 
Hospital has offered to meet residents 
following further complaints about 
medical waste being dropped outside 
their homes. 

People living near the site say used band- 
ages, doctors’ diaries and disposal tubs for 
sharp instruments such as syringes are 
continually being left behind by staff 
parking in residential streets. 

Earlier this year an investigation was 
launched after confidential patient notes and 
syringes were found. Residents say they are still 
finding waste on a weekly basis. 

Father-of-three Nicholas Bate of Kingswinford 
Road said today: “We had a letter from the hospi- 
tal saying that they have a strict policy on the 
disposal of opened medical items, but it’s still 
happening. 

“It’s a real concern as it’s dangerous for chil- 
dren and dogs walking along the paths and grass. 


Bandages 


“We have thrown the soiled bandages away but 
have kept some of the other things as evidence. 

“T go out once a week to clear it up as it looks 
like such a mess. This has been going on for seven 
years now.” 

Chief executive of Dudley Group of Hospitals 
Paula Clark today vowed to investigate the 
problem, urging residents to contact her about 
their findings and to keep what they find. 

She said: “We would be very happy to meet 
with the residents concerned, and would ask 
them to bring the items found so that we can 
investigate further.” 

In October council chiefs will vote on plans to 
impose restrictions on streets surrounding the 
hospital in a bid to stop staff parking there. 

Mr Bate said he hoped this will alleviate the 
problem.. 

Access would be restricted in some roads for 
non-residents, while parking would be banned in 
others. 

The council recently held a public consultation 
and received 120 messages from householders 
supporting the plans. 

Bosses at Russells Hall had opposed the idea. 

The plans, which will cost about £38,000, are 
due to be discussed at Central Dudley Area Com- 
mittee in October. 

If they are approved by committee they will 
then go before a meeting of the full council.

Parking boost for town shoppers 


Shoppers could get a bonus with 
double the number of free parking 
spaces in a Black Country high street 
in the wake of a multi-million pound 
redevelopment. 

At least a dozen spaces could be 
created in Stourbridge’s Lower High 
Street as part of a new plan. 

The new spaces would be similar to 
the drive-in bays along one side of 
Lower High Street neighbouring

THE 2011 Frankfurt Motor Show will play host to four 
high-performance Audi S models sharing one new 
eight-cylinder engine. The new powerplant enables 
them to counterbalance outputs of up to 520PS with 
the potential for up to 29mpg. 

The new bi-turbo V8, incorporating cylinder-on-demand 
technology and a host of other advances, replaces the natu- 
rally aspirated V10 FSI engine in the all-new S6, S6 Avant and 
S8 models, and in the process improves economy by as 
much as 25 per cent. It is also at the heart of a completely 
new addition to the S quattro Series —- the new S7 Sportback. 

In the S6 and S6 Avant the new 4.0-litre, twin-turbo V8 
delivers ample power with fuel economy in keeping with the 
times. It appears here in 420PS form, and provides a con- 
stant 550Nm of torque from 1,400 to 5,300rpm, enough to 
catapult the S6 from 0 to 62mph in 4.8 seconds and the S6 
Avant in 4.9 seconds, and to spur them on to an electronically 
governed top speed of 155mph. 


Performance 


The 4.0 TFSI brings Audi’s downsizing strategy to the high- 
performance class. Compared to the 5.2-litre V10, it offers 
even stronger performance while reducing fuel consumption 
by as much as 25 per cent. Average fuel consumption is 
29.1mpg in the S6 and 28.8mpg in the S6 Avant, well above 
that of the competition. 

The two new S models are fitted as standard with adaptive 
air suspension in its firmer “sport” configuration. The tautly 
tuned air suspension with variable damping lowers the body 
by 10mm, and provides for highly precise handling without 
compromising comfort. Four 19-inch cast aluminium wheels 
in aunique five parallel spoke design frame the black calipers 
of the powerful front and rear internally ventilated disc 
brakes, which can be replaced by carbon fibre-ceramic discs 
as an option. 

The Audi S7 Sportback uses the same engine as the S6 
and S6 Avant — the new 4.0 TFSI with 420PS and 550Nm of 
torque. The twin-turbo V8 accelerates the five-door coupe 
from 0 to 62mph in 4.9 seconds, and top speed is limited to 
155mph. The cultivated eight-cylinder, which uses Audi’s 
“cylinder on demand” technology under part load, achieves 
an impressive combined economy figure of 29.1mpg. 

The S7 Sportback is fitted as standard with adaptive air 
suspension sport and the Audi drive select dynamics 
system. Mounted behind the 19-inch wheels are large, inter- 
nally ventilated disc brakes front and rear. Their black 
calipers are stamped with S7 logos at the front. Carbon fibre- 
ceramic discs are available as an option. Other chassis 
options include 20-inch wheels and dynamic steering, which 
varies its ratio as a function of speed. 


Sublime 


The Audi S8 is the new head of the Audi S model family — 
alarge and luxurious saloon that can deliver sublime comfort 
or supreme excitement as required. The new 4.0-litre TFSI in 
the S8 generates no less than 520PS and delivers a constant 
650Nm of torque to the crankshaft between 1,700 and 
5,500rpm. The result is outstanding performance: the sprint 
from zero to 62mph takes just 4.2 seconds, and top speed is 
electronically capped at 155mph. 

This makes the fuel consumption of the sonorous and 
smooth twin-turbo V8 all the more amazing: It averages 
27.7mpg on the combined cycle, a considerable gain over its 
competitors, and its predecessor — the 5.2-litre V10 in the 
previous S8 posted 21.4mpg in the equivalent test. This has 
been achieved despite a 70PS increase in output. 

The new Audi S8 strikes its impressive balance between 
performance and efficiency with the combined technologies 
of the Audi modular efficiency platform, including the recu- 
peration and start-stop systems. The newly developed 
“cylinder on demand” technology also plays a very signifi- 
cant role. 

Under part load, it deactivates four of the eight cylinders 
for an efficiency gain that is particularly pronounced at mod- 
erate motorway speeds. A package of acoustic measures 
including the Active Noise Cancellation system suppresses 
possible intrusive noise and vibrations. 

The eight-speed tiptronic in the S8 unites sportiness and 
efficiency. It uses tall gears at low revs when possible, but 
downshifts quickly and comfortably when requested. The 
tiptronic delivers the power to a quattro drivetrain combining 
a self-locking centre differential with the sport differential on 
the rear axle. 

During dynamic driving, the lion’s share of the power flows 
to the outside wheel to literally push the large saloon into the 
corner.

tasty local derby entertained a healthy 

crowd at Dudley Sports’ Hillcrest Avenue 

ground as Dudley Town’s winless streak 
extended to three games. 

In all fairness the visitors were unfortunate to come 
away from their local rivals pointless for the third con- 
secutive season. 

A military-like charge on the host’s goal during the second 
half paved the way for some last ditch, as well as classy 
defending from the hosts, in a game that was a superb advert 
for West Midlands League and Black Country football. 

Facing their locals rivals for the first time under manager 
Andy Burgess The Robins were left without midfielders Alex 
Cowley and Ben Stretton whilst there was better news for 
Burgess with the return of last season’s player of the year 
George Reeves from holiday. 

The Dudley manager was also able to call upon Kevin 
Hadlington for whom The Dell-based side had beaten several 
other clubs for his signature, following the centre-forward’s 
release from league rivals Black Country Rangers. 

The visitors were quickly on top of their local rivals as they 
pushed to make an early breakthrough. 

The best chance of the early exchanges fell to Dreniz Bala 
whose solid shot brought out a save from Sport’s shot-stopper 
Sam Pearson. The Robins were continually threatening the 
host’s backline as Harry Williams and Anthony Cox both 
punted in some tasty crosses that were dealt with well. 


Scrambled

With responsibility for over £500m of public money the PCT has achieved all statutory financial targets for 2010/11. This has been at a time of 
significant demand on health services and the desire to develop services to meet key health plans. 


The PCT achieved all statutory and non-statutory financial duties in 2010/11 as set 
out below:

Remain within the Revenue Resource Limit achieved £794,000 surplus 
Remained within Capital Resource Limit achieved £7,000 surplus. 


Non-Statutory = 
Better Payment Practice Code - pay suppliers invoices by the due date or within

Ensure Provider Services achieve full cost recovery achieved surplus of £468,000. 


In 2010/11 the PCT spent £510,406,000 an increase of 5.2% compared to 2009/10. After taking account of technical adjustments associated with the 
revaluation of assets to a Modern Equivalent Assets (MEA) basis in line with national policy, the net increase in expenditure was 2.9%. 


During 2010/11 the PCT increased expenditure in a number of areas, some of which were: 
Increased investment in a new Health and Social Care Centre within Brierley Hill - £2.2m 
Increased investment in obesity and smoking reduction initiatives - £300,000 


Increased investment on drugs and devices - £2m 


Establishment of community initiatives, including minor surgery and diabetes - £250,000 


Despite these times of constraint, the PCT intends to invest in new services to improve 
healthcare in Dudley in the following areas:- 


Screening of risk factors for heart conditions in the adult population - £570,000 
Digital Mammography - £300,000 
Investment in weight loss programmes - £205,000

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The future 


Changes in the NHS 


In July 2010, the Government published a paper called ‘Liberating the NHS’, which details how the NHS will change over the coming years to 
ensure the services provided are as patient focused as possible. 


To make these improvements, the way the NHS is run is changing. 


Local health staff and local communities will have more power to make decisions and fewer decisions will be taken at a national level. Local 
decisions on healthcare will be placed in the hands of clinicians. 


From April 2013, some of the functions currently provided by the Primary Care Trust will be led by local clinicians including GPs, nurses and 
hospital consultants. This means that some of the money that is allocated by the government to buy healthcare services will be handed to groups 
of local clinicians who will decide what the best services are for local residents. This process is known as commissioning. 


The National Commissioning Board will be responsible for buying specific services including those provided by GPs and it is proposed that the 
responsibility for Public Health will move to the Local Authority overseen by a new body called Public Health England. 


Developing Clinical Commissioning in Dudley 


In Dudley, GPs and other clinicians have always been involved in deciding how the budget for healthcare is spent locally, therefore staff at the 
PCT and local clinicians already have strong working relationships. Clinicians from across the borough have been spending more time 
understanding the current functions undertaken by the PCT so that they are prepared to take on their new responsibilities and in April 2011 
began commissioning some areas on behalf of local people. 


Dr David Hegarty is the Chair of the Dudley Health Clinical Commissioning Group and is leading the development of Clinical Commissioning here 
in Dudley. He is also a practicing GP in the borough. 


The Black Country Cluster 


To ensure stability until PCTs are abolished, local PCTs are being joined together to form a PCT Cluster to ensure that the important support 
services that the organisations currently provide can continue. 


‘Liberating the NHS’ clearly states that PCTs will be abolished by 2013 therefore to ensure stability until this point local PCTs will be clustering to 
make them more robust. Dudley will join with Sandwell, Walsall and Wolverhampton with the appointment of one Executive team for the Black 
Country Cluster. 


In March 2011, Robert Bacon, Chief Executive at Sandwell Primary Care Trust was appointed as the Chief Executive for all four PCTs. 


Dr Steve Cartwright has recently been appointed as Managing Director for NHS Dudley.
